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DETAILED ACTION 
Continuation of Ml: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's amended claims 1,10 and 1 1 are still rejected the previous applied prior art in the 
office actions dated September 26, 2005 and March 16, 2006. 

In response to applicant's argument that Shigetomi's base sheet only adheres to a hard 
coat layer, which is separate and distinct from a recording layer of an optical disk, the claim 
language uses the term "recording surface", which is not clearly defined in specification as to 
what is contained or covered by the term "recording surface". Therefore, even though Shigetomi 
contains a hard coat layer as part of the optical disk that the label is adhered, the label of 
Shigetomi still reads upon the claimed invention. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Shigetomi is silent on any characteristic 
details of the protect film and that there is no teaching of the protect film being adhered with an 
adhesive force AP 2 greater than or equal to adhesive force APi, Shigetomi clearly states that the 
peeling sheet is either treated or coated with a release agent to form the release surface for 
removal from the adhesive material (Column 3, line 54 - 57), which would effect the adhesive 
force APi, thereby making it less than the adhesive force AP 2 since the protect film is not meant 
to be removed. Also, Shigetomi et al. teaches the use of the same type of adhesive to adhere the 
label to the surface of the disk as claimed by the Applicant (Column 3, lines 15-17), thereby 
resulting in different adhesive forces for the protective sheet and the peeling sheet. 
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In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). In this case, Shigetomi et al. teaches the use of the same type of 
adhesive to adhere the label to the surface of the disk as claimed by the Applicant (Column 3, 
lines 15-17), which would inherently result in different adhesive forces. 

In response to applicant's argument that Liu fails to disclose or suggest an adherence of a 
thin film cover sheet via adhesive film to the disk substrate of an optical disk, the claim language 
uses the term "recording surface", which is not clearly defined in specification as to what is 
contained or covered by the term "recording surface". Therefore, even though Liu discloses the 
adherence of an adhesive coated article to optical discs of a particular material, the adhesive 
article of Liu still reads upon the claimed invention. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
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USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and/w re Jones, 958 R2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, both Shigetomi et al. and Liu teach the use of the articles covered with an 
adhesive material that are adhered to a recording surface of an optical disc.
